Walter, Pennsylvania Demo- 
erat, is chairman of the House 
Judiciary subcommittee on immi- 
gration, and has taken a leading 
role in drafting internal security 
legislation, including the recently- 
enacted McCarran Act. He also

American Activities subcommittee 
that investigated subversive move- 
ments in Hawaii.

Flyers, para- 
troopers and submariners 
would not be eligible because 
they already receive extra pay 
for “hazardous duty.” 

Defense officials’ sent the [ 
proposed legislation to Con- 
gress with these cost estimates: 
About $800,000 per month for 
each Army division in combat. 
About $1,171,000 -per month 
for a war strength Marine 
Corps division, including at- 
tachéd Navy personnel. Tctal 
cost was estimated to be about | 
$4,500,000 a month. 

To be eligible for the extra || 
pay, a serviceman would have 
to have at least six days of 
combat duty in the month. f

German- 
born, she had fled Hitler, served 
honorably in the British Royal 
Air Force, and returned to Ger- 
many to work for the American 
Army after full security clear- 
ance. 

The government files showed, 
said Walter, that Maj. Wisner 
was reporting as a Communist 
agent to Gen. Mikulzs Ferjen- 
cik in Prague, who was then at- 
tached to the Communist-domi- 
nated Ministry of the Interior 
but who secretly was acting as 
an agent for the United States, 
at the risk of his life.

Ferjencik’s American contact 
was an unidentified Army colo- 
nel at the United States Em- 
bassy in Prague.

BRAZEN. BANKS 
SOLVENCY RUINED 
BY ‘CHECK: KITER 


Deposits to Be Taken 
Over by Perryville 
-Bank—FDIC to Protect 
All Against Loss. 


Irregularities have impaired 
the solvency ofthe Brazeau Bank 
at Brazeau, Mo., 80 miles south 
of St. Louis, the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. asserted yester- 
day in announcing that all de- 
posits of the ‘state bank will be 
taken over by the Bank of Perry- 


‘Iville, Mo. 


The Brazeau Bank, with total 
capital of $16,087, was fleeced of 
approximately $20,000 by a de- 
positor through series of 
check “kiting” operations, it was 
learned. 

Maple T. Harl, FDIC chairman 
in Washington, said all depositors 
will be protected from any loss. 
The FDIC. will advance about 
$100,000 in cash to make up the 


‘difference betwee. total deposits 


of the Brazeau Bank and “ac- 
ceptable assets” taken over by 
the Perryville bank. 

It was learned that a business 
man who lives near the town of 
Brazeau drew checks on the 
Brazeau Bank, deposited them in 
the Bank of Altenburg, six miles 
away, and.repeated the process 
at the Brazeau Bank with checks 
drawn on the Altenburg bank. 

It took several days for the 
checks to clear through St. Louis, 
and the depositor used the in- 
terval .to -cover his overdrawn 
business checks with personal 
checks which, in the end, totaled 
less than the amount for which 
he was overdrawn. 

The running line of credit 
through the “kiting” operations 
was maintained for about six 
months until the strategy was 
uncovered and a halt was called 
at the Altenburg end. 

It appeared that bank officials 
were taken in by the depositor’s 
“good standing” and were not in- 
volved im the deceit themselves. 

In its last report to state bank- 

ing authorities, the Brazeau Bank 
on Dec. 31 listed total resources 
of $186,000, including $169,960 in 
deposits. It had $10,000 capital, 
a $3800 surplus and $2287 in un- 
divided profits. According to its 
report, no deposit exceeded $5500. 
The money advanced by the 
FDIC presumably will be used in 
liquidating notes of the Brazeau 
Bank in the transfer of assets to 
the Perryville bank. Harl said 
the arrangements were worked 
out in co-operation with Missouri 
Finance Commissioner H. G. 
Shaffner. 
“This is the fourty-sixth in- 
stance in which the FDIC has 
been called upon in Missouri to 
aid an insured bank that en- 
countered difficulties,” he stated. 
“In the previous 45 cases, 35,000 
depositors had their funds pro- 
tected by the advance of $5,000,- 
000 of FDIC cash.”

MEAT BLACK MARKET SEEN 
IF U.S, IMPOSES CONTROLS 


Government controls on live 
stock and meat would result in 
serious black market operations 
and decreased ‘production, the 
Producers Live Stock Marketing 
Association at National Stock- 
yards on the East Side declared 
today. 

H. D. Wright, manager of the 


co-operative marketing agency, 
urged increased production as an 
alternative to price ceilings and 
rationing. He said the live stock 
industry can meet the challenge 
of larger meat production if it 
is not hampered by unsound regu- 
lations. 

Wright said that the complexity 
of the live stock and meat indus- 
try makes it “humanly impossi- 
ble” to put into effect and op- 
erate a practical system of con- 
trols. Under the.Office of Price 
Administration in World War II, 
he said, much of the nation’s meat 
processing and distribution . by- 
passed the established and legiti- 
mate channels. He contended that 
black market operations would be 
even worse now than _ during 
World War II because of high em- 
ployment and incomes.

Among exceptions to the: rigid 
travel rules are Cantonese and 
Chinese in areas directly north of 
this British colony who trade with 
Hong Kong. The value of what 
these people take out of Hong 
Kong, especially in terms of 
medicines, is so much greater 
than what they bring in that so 
far the traffic is of sufficient 
value to the Communists to war- 
rant a liberal Red attitude. 

Mass arrests and execution be- 
gan inside Red China shortly 
after formal inauguration of the 
propaganda drive entitled by Pei- 
ping the “Anti-American, Help 
Korea, Protect Homes and Defend 
Country Movement” (literal trans- 
lation).

Survey Committee Cites Increase’ From 


13,695 to 25,113, Higher Birth Rate, 
Urges Sharp Expansion, 


Membership in the St. Louis 
Council, Boy Scouts of America, 
has almost doubled during the 
last 10 years, increasing from 13,- 
695 to 25,113, it was disclosed to- 
day in a survey of Scout activities 
during the past decade. 

The survey, compiled during 
the last year by a 64-member 
committee headed by Roy Wenz- 
lick, St. Louis real estate econo- 
mist, recommended a sharp ex- 
pansion to accommodate a con- 
tinuation of this insrease in mem- 
bership. 

The survey committee noted 
that the increase during the 1940s 
was made despite a decline in 
the actual number of boys of 
Scout age, from 88,216 to 80,116, 
caused by the low birth rate of 
the depression years. It was pre- 
dicted that, with the high birth 
rate of the 1940s, the Scout-age 
population by 1955 will be 97,- 
579 and, projecting the rate of 
membership-increase, the number 
of Scouts will rise to 30,809.

THEORY ON SITTER IN 
CITY’S REMBRANDT 


Rembrandt's “Portrait of a 
Young Man,” bought by the City 
Art Museum last October for 
$130,000, is analyzed by Museum 
Director Perry T. Rathbone in 
the major article in the new mu- 
seum Bulletin, issued today. 

Rathbone speculates on the 
identity of the unknown sitter, 
cites conjectures that have been 
made about the subject since the 
painting was completed in 1662 
and comes up with a suggestion 
of his own. \ 

“To me,” Rathbone writes, “it 
seems not impossible that he was 
a kinsman of the youngest look- 
ing of the men in “The Syndics of 
the Cloth Guild,’” which was 
painted in the same year. 

“The man seated second from 
the right in that great painting 
bears a resemblance close enough 
to our ‘Young Man’ to be his 
brother. There are the same large 
dark eyes, strong nose, prominent 
chin and full mouth. There is 
even the same inclination to smile 
that our portrait reveals. ... It 
is reasonable to speculate that 
one commission led to the other.” 

To bolster his theory, Rathbone 
prints a detail from “The Syn- 
dics.” The museum’s portrait is 
also reproduced again, this time 
‘in remarkably faithful color on 
the cover of ‘the Bulletin. It 
served as cover of a recent issue 
of Art Digest and has been 
printed in color since the pur- 
chase in [Illustrated London 
News, Art News and the Post- 
Dispatch PICTURES section, 
which gave the picture its first 
publication in color.

‘Korea, Says Asiatic Problem Must Be 
_Approached From Liberal Standpoint —

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. 


HE United States, acting through the United Nations, can 

lick the Soviet Union in Asia, but not unless Americans abandon 

some pet ideas and attitudes and approach the Asiatic problem’ 
from a genuinely liberal standpoint. This conclusion is reached by 
C. Clyde Mitchell in a 50-page booklet, “Korea: Second Failure in 
Asia,” just published by the Public Affairs Institute. | 


Dr. Mitchell spent three years 


in Korea supervising the trans- | 
fer of Japanese-owned land to 
He is | 


South Korean natives. 
chairman of the Department of 
Agricultural Economics of the 


University of Nebraska. 

Dr. Mitchell believes that the 
history of Korea in the last five 
years contains lessons that can 
save lives and dollars and can 
help preserve peace for the 


world. 
Author’s Four Points. 
He makes four points, which 
are summarized as follows: 


1. Asia is in a revolution in| 


which a seventeenth century cul- 
ture is hauling itself painfully 
forward into the twentieth cen- 
tury. The revolution is inevitable 
because of the misery of Asia and 
the advanced state of scientific 
and economic development in the 
rest of the world. Some power 
or group of powers is going to 
help Asia achieve revolutionary 
objectives. The Soviet Union, op- 
portunistically, has seized the 
initiative. But American experi- 
ence shows that the United Na- 
tions can stop Soviet imperial- 
ism. 

2. Korea has demonstrated that 
we shall have to change our 
minds about the political -groups 
we should support in the coun- 
tries where our assistance is so 
sorely needed. We have been 
helping the cause of Communism 
by our support of the wrong peo- 
ple in these countries—political 
elements so_ ultra-conservative 
that they persist in suppressing 
legitimate demands by their 
countrymen for economic and so- 
cial reforms. 

Fear of Imperialism. 

3. Any American economic aid 
to is met with suspicion and 
fear. Imperialism is a word with 
strong personal significance to 
every man and woman in Asia 
and we must make extraordinary 
efforts to remove this fear. ““The 
Asiatic fears ‘western’ imperial- 
ism’, the meaning of which he 
knows, far more than he fears 
*‘Communisn’, the meaning of 
which he has not yet found out.” 

4. Occupation and control of a 
nation through military authority 
is dangerous. It means that native 
groups are supported which 
“cause the least trouble,” or, to 
put it more realistically, are best 
at preventing trouble from reach- 
ing official ears. 

“Western ideas can out-perform 
the enticing but disappointing 
promises of Communism,” Dr. 
Mitchell writes, “and can win in 
the competition for men’s minds, 
their hearts and their patriotism. 
That our ideas have not won is 
due in great part to the fact 
that they have not had a chance. 
We have worked through the 
status quo, through the elements 
of reaction and feudal aristoc- 
r-cy that are hated by the people. 
We have worked too long through 

‘military governments,’ actual or 
disguised. 
For Liberal Leadership. 

“We must aid in the develop- 
ment of liberal but non-Commu- 
n'st leadership from the ranks of 
the people, from the students and 
e‘ucators, from the religious in- 
stitutions. We must encourage 
the social reforms that can, in a 
relatively inexpensive and simple 
fashion, win from Communism 
whatever public support it en- 
joys. Onee the non-Communist 
world begins to carry out the 
ideals it has always espoused, the 
hollow promises of Communism 
will cease to fool anyone.” 

In a goreword to the booklet, 
Dewey Anderson, director of the 
institute, asserts that we have 
now lost two chances to obtain in 
Asia conditions necessary to the 

survival of freedom. 

' ' The first chance was in China, 
Anderson writes, and was lost 
when we failed to persuade 
Chiang Kai-shek to bring about 
reform and democracy. The sec- 
ond chance was the opportunity to 
present the people of Korea with 
a “showcase of democracy” and 
an attractive alternative to Com- 
munism. 

He urges the American people 
to debate and put behind them 
once and for all “the doubts” 
some of our people have about 
whether it was any State Depart- 
ment or congressional ‘softness’ 
toward Communists in China that 
caused the Communist victory 


there. 
Reaction Blamed. 

“I think” he says, “that we can 
get that behind us for good by 
putting the question: ‘Would ad- 
ditional arms, on top of the sev- 
e~al-billion-dollar aid we gave to 
Chiang Kai-shek, have made it 
pssible for him to have resisted 
s-ecessfully and permanently the 
r~ ular appeal of the Communists 
for raising the living standards 
of veople getting $27 annually?’

OT all the men killed in the 
Korea fighting against Com- 
munism are hit by bullets or 
shells. 

Injury and death come to some 
in the routine, glamorless jobs of 
driving trucks or jeeps, or pilot- 
ing airplanes, or unloading ra- 
tion trucks. 

There were, for instance, no 
Purple Hearts for the American 
airmen mangled recently in an ac- 
cident here, or for the South Ko- 
rean laborers who shared their 
pain. 

This airfield, only a few miles 
from the front, is a slender, mud- 
flooded runway beside an _ icy 
river in a frozen valley, between 
snow-covered mountains. 

Wheels Plow Up Mud. 

The aerial truckhorses of the 
Korean war—the C-46s and C-47s 
— had been landing gingerly, 
plowing up curling sprays of mud 
as the wheels hit the runway. 
They took off the same way, 
straining against mud, then racing 
their shadows across the river and 
down the valley before climbing 


out heavily over the snowy peaks. 
There were half a dozen trans- 
ports parked along the edge of 
the runway, so close that their 
lofty noses occasionally were spat- 
tered with the mud flung up by 
arriving or departing planes. 
Then one C-46 approached for 
a landing. 

The pilot lowered his’ wheels 
and flaps and nursed his throttles 
judiciously, aiming for his end of 
the runway so he wouldn’t ever- 
run the short field. 

Right Wheel Collapses. 

The plane skimmed low, and 
lower, 
touched down precisely on the 
end of the runway. Then the 
right wheel collapsed. With a 
groaning shriek of grinding metal, 
the plane half fell, as if on one 
knee. The propeller on the right 
engine threw up a roaring geyser 
of .mud, and the right wing 
sheared a spray of dirty water 
along the side of the field. 

The pilot fought the plane 
valiantly—we could hear that as 
one engine roared harshly under 
the impact of full throttle. It 
seemed as if he would make it. 

But suddenly the wildly swing- 
ing plane and the mud overcame 
his straining arms and legs, and 
the C-46 jerked sharply off the 
runway. 

The right wing flailed another 
C-46 and ripped an engine from 
the parked plane’s wing, tossing 
it high. It fell nose down on its 
propeller hub in the mud. 

The runaway plane _ lurched 
back sharply and veered again, 
into another C-46. The left wing 
of the latter crunched and began 
bleeding gasoline. 

Plunges Against Truck. 

The ' runaway ‘ship ' staggered | 
again and then, in a death spasm, 
it lowered its nose and plunged 
against a truck loaded with ra- 
tions. 

Everyone on the field had stood 
as if hypnotized, and the open- 
mouthed trance lasted a second 
longer. 

Then the spell was broken. 
There was a muddy rush for the 
planes and urgent, strident cries 
of “litters” and “ambulance.” 

Someone climbed hastily, up the 
side of the truck and into the 
smashed cockpit of the airplane 
and began pawing furiously 
through the brightly colored torn 
wire and plexiglass and alumi- 
num. 

The litter bearers first reached

NE of the chief responsibili- 
0 ties (and worst headaches) ‘of

Danger to British Isles. 

First of all, Britain is a small, 
crowded island, just off the shore 
of the Eurasian land mass. We 
are a continent with two oceans 
between us and any potential 
Soviet base. The existing esti- 
mated Soviet stockpile of about 
25 atomic bombs, and the exist- 
ing Soviet long-range air force of 
about 500 imitation B-29s are 
enough to damage this country 
but not enough to do us in. Even 
now, however, the atomic bombs 
in Soviet hands already constitute 
a fearful danger to the British 
Isles. 

Again, the German pressure- 
mine, which we have learned in 
Korea that the Russians are man- 
ufacturing in quantity, might 
sorely embarrass 
operations of American forces, 
but it would not starve this coun- 
try. On the other hand, subma- 
rines laying great numbers of 
these acutely troublesome mines 
in Britain’s harbors, could con- 
ceivably cut the British off from 
the food and raw materials they 
need to live and fight. In short,

This would have worked 
out quite satisfactorily except for 
the intervention of the Chinese 
Communists. 

Soldier Must Mark Time. 

The fact that we are now on 
the defensive in Korea ‘without 
either of the future alternatives 
set forth in F.S.R. above quoted 
—that is, without any immediate 
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prospect either of the ‘“develop- 
ment of more favorable condi- 
tions for taking the offensive” or 
of “concentrating superior forces 
for a decision elsewhere’—is due 
to the overriding fact that as yet 
there has been no firm political 
decision as to our attitude toward 
Communist China. Since war is, 
after all, only the extension of 
policy into the realm of force,

Fire Rejection.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19. 


HE State Department won the 
diplomatic victory it had 
virtually promised Chairman 
Connally of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee when Com- 
munist China rejected the latest 
cease-fire. proposal for Korea. 


The Senator had complained 
that United States approval of 
the cease-fire represented an ap- 
peasement he could not defend 
and said he should have’ been 
consulted in advance. The State 
Department answered that such 
approval was imperative to clear 
the way for a U.N. condemnation 
of Red China as an aggressor. 
The condemnation, Capitol Hill 
is told, now seems certain, with 
the British resignedly acting in 
concert with this country. It is 
the next step in the State De- 
partment program that will again 
find the Allies at serious odds. 
Question of Limited War. 
This is the question of whether 
the United Nations should engage 
in “limited war” against Red 
China. President Truman and 
British Prime Minister Attlee in- 
cluded that point in their recent 
discussions here but were com- 
pelled to agree only to disagree. 
The British insisted that Red 
China might not be willing to 
limit their side of such a war 
and the British would not com- 
mit themselves to support it. 


Senator McClellan of Arkan- 
sis is asking the Senite by reso- 
lution to declare that limited 
war now, so the Senators can 
have, if they wish it, the same 
kind of debate on the military 
policy to be followed in the East 
that they are now having on the 
military policy for the West.

First, there is the prospect that the U.N, will, 
be seriously split'on the issue of an aggression 
resolution. The Arab-Asian nations already are 
caucusing among themselves. Britain is very 
cool to the idea, and there is*a danger that re- 
lations between the English-speaking peoples 
will be strained over it. An aggression ‘reso- 
lution against China—achieved at the price of 
disunity when the defense of Western Europe 
needs so urgently to be planned by all—would 
be obtained at a very high cost. ., 

But, even if an aggression resolution were 
put through and relative unity prevailed, how 
much actually would be gained? ‘The record 
would be better for the moment, but that same 
record would soon begin to deteriorate if the 
resolution were not made effective against Red 
China. For the natutal consequence of a reso- 
lution of aggression would be an attempt to 
enforce it. 

The U.N. is not now able to terminate war 
in Korea in which the Chinese are participat- 
ing.. Surely, it must be clear that the U.N. is 
in no position, even if it felt it should, to wage 
a war against China on Chinese soil. 

Hitler’s old device of “divide and conquer” 
is even more the scheme of the dictators in the 
Kremlin. The United States, Britain, France 
and the other free nations must be alert to 
oppose it at every turn. If they only can be 
made to realize it, India; Indonesia and all the 
peoples of lower Asia are our allies in this 
striggle. Our major decisions should be made 
with this always in mind. 

Communist aggression is not to be appeased 
any more than it is to be condoned. But neither 
is the Communist game to be played unwit- 
tingly by those who oppose it. With the stakes 
so great, it is not enough to make one move 
at a time. ' 

Before the aggression resolution is passed, 
the U.N. should calculate its cost. It should 
also decide whether it is prepared to give the 
resolution meaning by doing all that enforce- 
ment would require. 
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Wisdom In the A.E.C. 


The Atomic Energy Commission is “very hope- 
ful” that none of dts basic scientific research 
will have to be reduced because of the demands 
of the defense program, Chairman Gordon Dean 
told a press conference. “We think it is extreme- 
ly important to the strength of our program 
that it be maintained,” he said. “The same 
would be true for our reactor program.” 

He and the commission are right on both 
counts. The country should be planning for 
the possibility that all-out war can be fended 
off, but that the present emergency will continue 
for an unknown number of years. Within that 
framework, it is essential that basic research 
go-on, for basic research produces the discov- 
eries from which are developed the concrete 
applications that strengthen the nation. 

The reactor program is no less important. De- 
velopment of a practical method of using atomic 
energy for industrial power would be an achieve- 
ment that could equal or surpass in military 
importance the possession of atomic and ore 
gen bombs. 

Whether there is to be war or peace, it sonia 
be little short of tragic if the commission were 
to scuttle all its activities except the making of 
more and bigger bombs. 
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The Dollars in E-Bonds 


Holders of Government E-bonds would be 
given the option of extending them for 10 years 
under a plan suggested ‘by Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder. 

The option is a sound idea and we hope that 
many Americans take advantage of it. Savings 
are a needed weapon in the battle against infla- 
tion. Every dollar represented by a bond that is 
extended rather than redeemed—like every 
dollar that goes into a new savings bond—is u 
dollar removed from the competitive scramble 
for goods, and it is the competition of dollars 
for goods that sends prices soaring. 

At the same time, we think every branch: of 
the Government should recognize that when it 
asks citizens to buy. or extend savings bonds it 
enhances its own obligation to stop the price 
spiral right now. If the people are to invest’ 
their savings with the Government, they have a 
right to demand that the Government use all its 
powers to prevent the value of those savings 


from .being eaten away by. steadily mounting 


prices.

Wanted: School Board Candidates 


A number of St. Louisans should ask them- 
selves in the next few days whether the re 
invigoration of the city’s schools does not com- 
mand some of their time as well as their readi- 
mess to vote for school bonds and higher school 
taxes. 

An important step toward the improvement of 
the school system was taken when the Board of 
Education agreed to ask the Legislature for per- 
mission to establish a unified system of admin- 
istration. But already the president of the St. 
Louis Public School Patrons’ Alliance, an organ- 
ization which sometimes seems to speak with 
the voice of certain board members, is arguing 
that an increase in school revenues should not 
depend on legislative action. 

Is this the first bint that some board Mei CEE 
are not interested in pressing for quick action 
in the Legislature? Does it mean that, if they 
get an increase in revenues before the reform 
is sanctioned, they will abandon it as they did 
once before? Does it mean perhaps that even 
if the unit system is established, they will give 
it a cool reception and look for ways to perpetu- 
ate their political prerogatives? 

However one replies to these questions, the 
answers. make it clear that, fundamentally, im- 
provement in the schools depends on improve- 
ment.in the school board. And that means find- 
ing better members than some of the six. whose 
terms are about to expire. 

Happily, leaders of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee, which deserves much of the credit 
for the current progress toward the unit sys- 
tem, have organized a Citizens’ School Improve- 
ment Committee to support three “blue ribbon” 
candidates for the board. They are Prof. Frank 
L. Wright of the Washington University depart- 
ment of education, Charles H. Christel, now a 
board member, and Henry O. Whiteside, an ad- 
vertising executive. 

Men such as these are needed on the school 
board. But they are only three. And six places 
must be filled. Furthermore, Jan. 23 is the 
deadline for the filing of nominations. Unless 
other candidates of similar qualification come 
forth before then, these three men, if elected, 
will be a minority on the board. 

School board membership carries no compen- 
sation, and it costs money to be elected. So, 
ordinarily, the positions go to those who are 
willing to make alliances with the politicians. 
With the Citizens Committee in the field, inde- 
pendent candidacies are possible. Three already 
have been announced. More citizens, willing to 
give of their time for the sake of the city’s 
school children, are needed.

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The Value of a Senator 


Removal of the President’s $50,000 exemption 
from income tax. was apparently proposed by 
Senator Malone of Nevada more in pique than 
in statesmanship. It was superficially disarming 
of Mr. Malone to propose at the same time that 
tHe $2500 exemption ' which he and other mem- 
bets of Congress énjoy be abolished also. 

‘The Senator must know-that it is difficult for 
a person without an independent income to 
live on. the President’s salary. He must: know 
also that it as true as when Speaker Champ 
Clark said it a quarter-century ago, that most 
men are poorer when they leave Congress than 
when they enter-it. So Senator Malone’s re- 
marks should be taken as meaning primarily 
that as a Republican in opposition he was irked 
by the President’s appeals for higher taxes and 
for‘unity in foreign policy. 

The primary concern of the American people 
is not how much they pay their President but 
what kind of leadership they receive from him. 
This is true also of Representatives and Senators. 
In Senator Malone’s own case, he is reeeiving 
$2500 more than he would have received before 
the Congressional reorganization act of 1945, 
plus a tax-free expense allowance of $2500. As 
Robert Heller said four years ago in a report 
for the National Planning Association, the salary 
is still inadequate—and it is more inadequate 
now than it was then. 

No American, we would hope, begrudges pay- 


ing his elected Representatives a salary of $12-. 


500. How well they earn it is of far more 
importance to him. Senator Malone would be 
earning ‘his $12,500 better, and making himself 
more deserving of a senatorial salary of $25,000

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Kurt Schumacher: German Symbol 


The Mirror

Veteran Socialist leader who fought in World War I, opposed 
Hitler and lost leg in concentration camp stands for his nation to 
many Germans; his party has won new power; he js against German 
rearmament until America proves determined to help defend Europe.

When the president of the Bundestag 
interrupted Kurt Schumacher in a speech 
last October and told him his time was up, 
the leader of the German Social Democrat- 
ic party replied, “On the clock it may be; 
politically it is not.” 

A month later, elections in Hesse, Wurt- 
temberg and Bavaria proved him right. 
Within eight days the leader of the opposi- 
tion had become the dominant factor in 
German politics. He did not rest on his 
laurels; he never 
rests—but every min-— 
ute he lives repre- 
sents a heroic 
achievement of sur- 
vival. 

From his twentieth 
year, when he lost 
his right arm fight- 
ing in Poland, to the 
day in 1948 when he 
had his left leg am- 
putated for gangrene 
developed during 10 
years in concentra- 
tion camps, every 
step that Schumach- —The Reporter, 
er has taken toward Kurt Schumacher 
spiritual and political maturity has been 
matched by increasing physical disability. 

Now the limit is almost reached. He has 
ulcers; his sight is failing; his teeth are 
falling out; his thigh is painful, and yet 
he has turned this physical. degradation 
into a triumph. Schumacher is mutilated. 
Germany is mutilated. To many Germans 
Schumacher is a symbol of the nation. 


The: Beast and Herr Goebbels 


He could have grown old gracefully, like 
many other eclipsed and silent German 
liberals—if he had not been so obdurate. 
In 1932 he shouted in the Reichstag: 

“It is the beast in man that you appeal 
to, Herr Goebbels!” 

After the Nazis put him in a concentra- 
tion camp he still taunted them; again 
and again he went on hunger strikes. _ 


Schumacher is strictly a politician in 
the best sense of the word. Events do not 
find him unprepared; he predicts them, 
and is ready to meet them. He was right 
in 1932, right in 1946; his opinion should 
be heeded—up te a point—in 1950. 


In five years Schumacher has reinforced 
and hardened the Social Democratic 
party’s structure. Schumacher’s “young 
Turks” hold all key positions. Most of 
these men are between 30 and 50; their 
characters were shaped by the resistance 
movement; they are the survivors of Nazi 
repression; they are morally intransigent 
and politically intolerant. 

On Monday, Oct. 30, 1950, Pastor* Nie- 
moeller and Schumacher met at Darm- 
stadt in the “Brotherhood” headquarters of 
the Confessional Church. Coming in the 
midst of the debate on remilitarization, 
the meeting created a political sensation. 
The Chancellery went so far as to view it 
as a conspiracy against Konrad Adenauer. 
The meeting's main effect was to give® 


publicity to the alliance between the two 
most important Germans who opposed re- 
militarization. 


The Socialists certainly owed a part of 
their recent success in the elections to this 
opposition. On the other hand it placed 
the coalition under the auspices of a rather 
exclusive Protestantism. For Niemoeller is 
the man who has said of the present repub- 
lic that it was “conceived In Washington 
and baptized in Rome,” while Schumacher 
has called the Catholic Church a “sixth 
column.” Neither remark can help to 
attract much Catholic support. 


Niemoeller and Schumacher oppose re- 
armament for different reasons: neither of 
them is anti-militarist. In Niemoeller’s 
case this goes without saying. In the 
German Navy there was such a thing as 
duty. It also remains in Schumacher’s 
mind. He had declared that the law on 
conscientious objectors should be drawn up 
so as to give no comfort either to indi- 
vidual eowardice or to collective desertion. 


No Arms Without a: Vote 


The Niggoeller-Schumacher alliance can 
hardly be called a political front. Their 
programs have only one point in common: 
Nothing must be decided about German re- 
armament until there have been new elec- 
tions. The Bundestag has no right to act 
on a problem which did not even exist 
when the present representatives were 
elected. Both Niemoeller and Schumacher 
are convinced that Adenauer wants to 
hand rearmament to the German people as 
a fait accompli. 

Apart from this limited field of agree- 
ment, the two men do not think at all 
alike. Niemoeller apparently is incapable 
of seeing anything outside the limits of 
the German nation; Schumacher is patri- 
otic enough, but he looks far ahead into 
distant perspectives of sincere interna- 
tionalism. 


Niemoeller’s opposition ‘to rearmament 
is fundamental and absolute. Schumacher 
takes exactly the opposite position. For 
him, any German. military contribution 
will remain meaningless until that West- 
ern community which so often has been 
created in words is finally created in fact. 


For an “Atlantic Cominform” 


He would support an “Atlantic Comin- 
form’’—a merging of democracy's brains 
and will to liberate the nations enslaved 
by totalitarianism. Yet he fears national 
selfishness. That is why he insists that 
Europe must not be converted into an out- 
lying, exposed fort in a strictly American 
defensive system. 

He refuses to have the life of a German 
soldier spent to save that of an American; 
he wants the German and the American 
soldier side by side to share the same 
fate. To put it plainly: No German sol- 
diers will be forthcoming until the mem- 
bers of the Atlantic coalition have a mil- 
licn men in Europe and thus have pledged 
themselves to conquer or die in Europe.

Books on conservation .seldom make 
best-seller lists. Yet in a time when our 
resources are taxed to the limit and be- 
yond, they may achieve a considerable _ 
portance. Just how much importance de- 
pends, it seems to me, upon whether they 
are arguments bent on reaching pre-con- 
ceived conclusions or statements let fact 
based on the best scientific evidence avail- 
able. Mezerik’s “Pursuit of Plenty” falls 
into the former category. The author is 
an experienced journalist, versed in the 
use of statistics and semantics. But the 
book reads as though it had been — 
on assignment, so it is not surprising 
find it sponsored by the Public Athair 
Institute, National Farmers Union and 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen.

Then is the time to throw

There is no use pretending, 
however, that if some people 
went to jail because of the 
Manhattan College. basketball 
scandal, that would be the end 
of all crookedness in sports. 
People have been going to jail 
for murder and safe-cracking 
and spitting on the sidewalk 
for quite a spell now, and the 
practices have not been eradi- 
cated altogether. 

Neither need we delude our- 
selves with the notion that no- 
body ever fixed a _ basketball 
game and got away with it. It 
is crediting the cops with more 
than human efficiency to be- 
lieve that they have managed 
to grab every chiselling punk 
who ever climbed a stepladder 
and got the ear of some dis- 
ciple of Jamés Naismith. 

This Would Not Help. 
N this case, as in earlier 
ones, the ink on the bail 
bonds hadn’t ~dried before 
the cry was raised to take bas- 
ketball out of the Garden and 
return it to the campuses. That 
is neither a solution nor a cure. 
A game is neither more or less 
honest on Eighth avenue than 
on Park, on Fordham road than 
on the Bowery 

To be sure, there are reasons 
why this college or that one 
might prefer not to have its 
undergraduate pastimes pre- 
sented under off-campus aus- 
pices in such arenas as the 
Garden. That celebrated blood- 
pit, populated by the shifty- 
eyed fauna that crowds the 
place on doubleheader nights, 
offers something less than a 
tiffany setting for the jewel of 


' intercollegiate sport 


On the other hand, basketball 
has become—for obscure rea- 
sons—a popular game and halls 
the . size of the Garden are 
needed to aeccommodate- the 
crowds it attracts. Colleges that 
aren’t prepared to build gym- 
nasiums to these specifications 
must play in the public arenas 
or pass up the extra income 
which helps support their ath- 
letic programs. 

And the essential fact is that 
straight kids do not dump 
games in the Garden, and wrong 
guys won't be honest in a Ca- 
thedral. Temptation and the op- 
portunity for malfeasance come 
from the outside, but the dis- 
position toward hankypanky 
must exist within the squad be- 
fore business can be done. 


What Is It? 


T isn’t the gambler sitting 

in a loge seat in the Garden 

who corrupts the game. At 
least, he does not do it by his 
presence there, because it is 
not there that fixes are ar- 
ranged. That’s handled in ad- 
vance, in the corner. candy 
store where the player hangs 
out, or in his home, or in a car 
on the highway. : 

And it isn’t the betting 
which goes on in the Garden 
that influences games. The bets 
are laid in advance with out- 
side bookmakers, not only else- 
where in the city but all over 
the country. This is especially 
so in the case of a fix; a guy 
trying to make a killing on a 
sure thing isn’t going to wait 
until he reaches the Garden 
where he may or may not find 
an acquaintance to accommo- 
date him for $25. 

In short, a basketball player 
can be fixed in a ‘phone booth 
and he can throw the game if 
it’s played in a monastery. Also, 
there'll be bookies to take the 
action on the monastery game. 
Betting is not-.confined to the 
big double-headers. 

There is, of course, more ac- 
tion on the headline shows than 
on the obscure ones, because 
there is more interest in them. 
More facts are published about 
the big teams and the big 
games, and a more dependable 
betting line can be established 
as a result. 

You could reduce the volume 
of betting by hiding the games 
away in the woods. But that 
would be returning basketball 
to the status of minor sport 
which it used to occupy. You'd 
no longer have the game as we 
have it today, if anybody would 
care. 

The solution, if there is one, 
does not lie in changing the ad- 
dress of the box office. The so- 
lution, if there ds one, is great- 
er vigilance everywhere, more 
effective teaching of basic mor- 
al principles. That’s also the 
solution to sin. When every- 
body is righteous, we -won't 
have any basketball dumps. We 
won't even have wars.

Treatment of Alcoholics 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


This is the last of a series on 
the problems of alcoholics. 


B ECAUSE alcoholics has a dis- 


ease rather than a moral weak- 

ness, treatment of their symp- 
toms alone is not helpful. In fact, 
there are a number of different 
approaches that relatives and 
wives have tried for years which 
are not effective in arresting al- 
coholism. 

“Going on the wagon” is not 
the answer. It implies the possi- 
bility of falling off. As a matter 
of fact, the early alcoholic and 
even some in the middle stages 
can go without drinking for con- 
siderable periods. Their basic 
trouble is in being unable to con- 
trol drinking after the first one, 
whether it be the alcohol in med- 
icine or & social highball. 

Most alcoholics have been “on 
the wagon” repeatedly during the 
progress of their disease. Em- 
boldened by their dryness, they 
feel that they can safely return 
to ordinary social drinking. Then 
comes catastrophe after that first 
drink. 

Alcoholics Anonymous mem- 
bers make no eternal pledge to 
stop drinking forever; they sim- 
ply learn to live in the present 
and avoid drinking for 24 hours 
at a time. Any alcoholic can do 
this, eventually. 

Similarly, hiding the liquor or 
refusing to have liquor in the 
house is not a workable method 
of arresting alcoholism. It causes 
anger in the alcoholic because he 
feels he is being treated like 
a child. It doesn’t work because 
the alcoholic himself can play 
that game and hide his own

Capt. Robert Meade, who de- 
spite having been a pilot in two 
wars, is still only 27 years old, is 
a clean cut young man with a 
record of 102 missions behind him 
in the Korean war. Having had 
it, as the expression goes, he was 
one of 50 pilots sent back to the 
states to instruct young flyers 
not only in the art of flying, but 
in the tricks of aerial warfare as 
learned in Korea—a type of air 
fighting which is unlike anything 
Air Force pilots have ever en- 
countered before. 

“The big differences lies in the 
terrain, which is hard to believe 
unless, you see it, and the fact 
we’ve converted to jet fighters,” 
he related. “Flying at 450 and 
500 miles an hour, at an altitude

the next days,” he recalls, “and 
we were alerted 24 hours a day, 
sometimes flying two and three 
missions a day, until other com- 
bat groups joined us. 

“An average oi four planes 
would take off together on a 
mission, flying low, often as low 


as 100 feet. When you reached the 
actual front you often would see 
no signs of life, the North Ko- 
reans were so good at hiding, but 
you would know that in among 
those trees and deserted-looking 
huts, thousands of soldiers were 
hiding. They were expert at it. 
They would think nothing of just 
running a tank into a farm house 
to hide it.

IEDMONT: Please pronounce 
the word capsule. Can I get any 
benefit from a “KAP-s'l,” or 

must it be a “KAP-syool” (the 
radio pronunciation) to have any 
merit?—P. M. M. 

Answer: According to most dic- 
tionaries, the “u” has the long 
(yoo) sound, as: KAP-syool. How- 
ever, KAP-syool is not heard in 
unaffected American speech, and 
I regard it as a stoplight. I rec- 
ommend the first choice of the 
Thorndike Century, and Kenyon 
and Knott’s dictionaries, and the 
only choice of the American Col- 
lege Dictionary, which obscure 
the vowel in the second syllakle, 
as: KAP-s’l. 

New York: As far as I can see 
the dictionaries pronounce the 
word aerial as ay-EER-i-ull, first 
choice, and AIR-i-ull second 
choice. I do not recall ever hav- 
ing heard ay-EER-i-ull.—J. A. S. 

A. It is quite obsolete in the 
United States, although still 
heard in Great Britain. By all 
means use the Standard Ameri- 
can pronunciation AlIR-ee-ull. I 
believe that in time the pedantic 
spelling “aerial” will disappear 
in favor of the more sensible 
“sirial,” just as “airplane” has 
replaced the now obsolete spell- 
ing “aeroplane.” And why not? 
Aer- and air- have precisely the 
same meaning. Airplane (the offi- 
cial United States spelling) is a 
more realistic, and 
more phonetic spelling than the 
British “aeroplane.”

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by front line troops. You see we 
would be traveling as low as 150 
feet when coming in on a target.

Capt. Meade’s narrowest es- 
cape came about as the result of 
a particularly fiendish trick the 
North Koreans thought up—that 
of stretching steel cables from 
mountain to mountain to intercept 
jet planes. 

“Flying at such speed, you 
usually can’t see anything as 
small as a cable,” Capt. Meade 
pointed out, “and by the same 
token if you do see it, it’s usually 
too late.

“I had been strafing a convoy 
of enemy trucks. There were 
about 50 trucks, and 16 of us had 
knocked out nearly all of them. 
Going back I turned off to follow 
a highway. I saw three squads 
of troops, and I dropped my nose 
to fire at them. When I pulled 
up I did see the cables, stretched 
across the road from hill to hill. 
I knew I was going to hit the 
top cable. I pulled up sharply, 
trying to hit it just where the

When East returns, as he must, 
a heart or a club, South ruffs 
with the spade nine—and what 
can West do? If he over-ruffs the 
nine with the king, dummy in 
turn over-ruffs him with the ace, 
and declarer’s spade 10 takes the 
last trick. If, conversely, West 
under-ruffs South’s spade nine, 
the last diamond is discarded 
from dummy, and the spade ace 
is still there for the final trick. 

This type of play is extremely 
rare. It is aptly named, because, 
as will have been seen, the appar- 
ently safely guarded king West 
holds is literally “smothered.”
